Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney presented and discussed about following two arguments: 

(i) as recited in claim 9 and 43, the flash driver is located remotely from the flash medium, while according to Col. 2, 
lines 42-47 of Ban prior art, the driver (i.e. the controller) is installed on the flash unit. 

(ii) as recited in claim 42, the flash driver can handle a plurality of file systems, while according to Col. 2, lines 37-39 of 
Ban prior art, CPU is configured with a standardized driver, i.e. CPU sends only the standardized file system signals. 

With respect to (i), Examiner pointed out to Applicant that according to Col. 2, lines 42-47 of Ban prior art, "... the 
particular requirements of the flash chip is moved from the driver installed on the CPU onto the controller installed on 
the flash unit". Examiner is interpreting/equating this as following: flash chip of Ban is equated with the flash medium 
of the claim; the controller of Ban is equated with the flash driver of the claim; and the flash unit (the combination of the 
flash chip and the controller) of Ban is equated with the combination of flash driver and flash medium of the claim. 
Therefore, the controller in Ban is located remotely (even if within the flash unit) from the flash chip as claimed. 

With respect to (ii), Examiner mentioned to Applicant that Examiner would review the prior art in detail and respond to 
him on this issue. 

After reviewing the prior art, Examiner would like to point out to Applicant that the limitation "computer-executable 
instructions that, when executed, direct the flash driver to provide an interface between a file system, selected from one 
of a plurality of different file systems, and a flash memory medium, selected from one of a plurality of different flash 
memory media" of claim 42 is still taught by Ban as described below: 

According to Ban prior art, the standardized controller (i.e. the array of controllers in Fig. 2) handles/interfaces with 
more than one type of flash chips (e.g. see Col. 1 , lines 25-28 and Col. 2, lines 37-39). Each flash chip has to have a 
file system associated with it in order to operate it (inherent feature). Ban is silent on whether each flash chip using 
same type of file system or not. Even if Ban is using the same type of file system (for example, FAT32 in all flash 
chips), it still reads on claimed limitation because pending claim is claiming "... a file system, selected from one of a 
plurality of different file systems ...". One FAT32 file system is different from the second FAT32 file system even if they 
are not different type of file system. 
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
